To 
give exclusive . privilegesto a great: incor- 
poration to ‘perform any services, auch 
as the baking of bread, for instance, which can 
just as well be carried on by individual. enter- 
prise, would be an error of the. most. mischiey- 
ous character. Large establishments can’ be 
carried on with much less cost than small ones; 
in proportion tothe amount of capital employed 
and’ business transacted, and of course, they 
can sell cheaper.; .we, therefore, see a constant 
tendency to expansion in the gréat retail and 
jobbing houses, while the small shopé are daily 
disappearing... Such. monster dry-goods houses 

as Srewint’s are rapidly swallowing. up.the 
i ofthe’ retail trade; and the great 
hotels are making it an impossibility for a small 
hotel to exist, But these establishments grow 
up under-.a system of unrestricted private enter- 
prise, afid we see’ no. reason why the same 
principle of trade under which the great hotels, 
retail dry-goods stores, sugar refineries, steam- 
boata, and, even market gardens have grown 
up, should ‘not be applied to the baking’ of 
bread. ‘There probably is a good reason. for it, 
or we should long since have seen a bake-house 
in operation on.as large a scale asany of the 
great sugar ‘houses. As to flour stores and 
flouring mills, the system under which they have 
grown up could hardly be improved ; they insure 
the highest prices to the. farmer for his grain, 
and the: lowest priees to’ the” consumer for 
bread. .The Tribune'says: “When we'read of 
a house in Boston netting two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, during the last year, by their 
operations in. flour, we are conscious that we 
are réading of a false state of things.” But we

Comptroller, was not: ‘Warn’s 
vote was 58,104, and Mrrowett’s 48,565,—a 
difference of 9,589 in favor of Wazp.° Srer- 
son, the Soft candidate for Comptroller, and 
also nominated by the Liquor Dealers, received 
97,410, or 6,611 more than Haron, the Soft 


candidate for Secretary of State, who was ‘not 


on ‘the Liquor Dealers’ ticket. The. Liquor 
Dealers, by their organization ‘and efforts, were 
thus able to make a difference in the result of 
9,689 in the one case, and of 6,611 in the eth- 
er;—and as this change was made by taking 
votes from. one candidate and ‘giving them to 
the other, it- follows that one-half this number 
of votes was all the Liquor Dealers could con- 
trel. ‘The entire strength of their party, there- 
fore, was less than 5,000. 

We are not at all surprised ‘at this utter fail- 


ure.of the attempt to organize a party for the | 


protection of the Liquor-selling interest.  Po- 
‘litical organizations, to be suceessful, must have 
at least the appearance of disinteréstedness. 
They must at all events profess to -exjist for the 
public good, and to rest upon principle as their 
foundation. .In this: case there was not even 
the pretext of the public welfare.. A set of men 
banded themselves together, with the object of 
controlling the politics of the State,—not for 
the promotion of the public interest, but with 
the avowed-and exclusive purpose of fortifying 
their own private interest, against laws that the 
public welfare may require. It is not possible 
to engage for such’ an object,—so private and 
essentially. selfish in its character,—enough of 
public sympathy and approbation for the organi-
